Add 
whole wheat flour to first 
Mix well and add floured = raisins, 
One or two muffins might be pre- 
pared for baking before the raisins 
are added. Drop a spoonful of dough 
in oiled and floured muffin rings and 
bake 20 minutes in # hot oven. 
Chicken With Mushroons 
One spring chicken weighing about 
3% pounds dressed, 5 tablespoons 
melted butter, 2 teaspoons salt, % 
teaspoon pepper, 1 cup boiling wa- 
ter, 1 cup cream, 1% cups musn- 
room caps, | tablespoon flour 
Disjoint chicken and cut breast in 


three pleces Dip each piece in 
melted butter, put in casserole and 
pour over boiling water. Cover 
lightly and cook 45 minutes. He- 
move cover and season with salt 
and pepper, Cover and cook until 
tender, from 15 to 30 minutes. Ne- 
move the caver occasionally while 


cooking to allow the steam to escape, 

When chicken is tender add cream 
and mushorom caps, brushed and 
broken in pleces, and cook 15 min. 
utes longer. Rub flour to a smooth 
paste with a little cold water. Stir 
into gravy to thicken and bring to 
the boiling point. Gerve garnished 
with tiny points of toast, 

The stems of the mushroom should 
be saved and stewed and used for 
soup.
